Treasurer's  Report 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1998  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association 
received  a total  of  $139,583  from  bequests,  dues,  homecoming  events,  Find  drives, 
donations,  interest  from  bank  accounts,  and  capital  appreciation  from  investments. 

For  that  same  period  ending  December  31,  1998,  expenses  from  the  general  operations  of 
the  Association  were  $108,799.  Therefore,  the  Association  has  a cash  increase  of 
$30,784.  For  comparative  purposes,  fiscal  1997  had  a surplus  of  $19,972. 

Fiscal  1998’s  increase  in  net  cash  flow  was  primarily  from  more  bequests  in  1998  than  in 
1997.  There  were  three  awards  issued  and  three  loans  granted  over  the  year.

The  Legacy  Continues 

The  MGH  Institute  of  Health  Professions  continues  the  legacy  of  the  MGH  School  of 
Nursing  and  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  by  preparing  nurses  to  the  highest 
educational  and  clinical  standards  through  the  integration  of  classroom  learning  with 
clinical  experience.  For  over  a century,  these  educational  partnerships  with  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  have  not  only  helped  to  realize  the  hospital's  mission  as 
an  academic  medical  center,  but  also  assured  the  world-class  preparation  of  the  next 
generation  of  leaders  in  the  health  professions 

Over  the  past  two  years,  the  leadership  of  the  MGH,  including  President  James  Mongan, 
MD,  and  the  MGH  Board  of  Trustees,  has  affirmed  their  continuing  commitment  to  this 
legacy  with  two  important  actions:  approval  of  the  formal  MGH/IHP  Clinical  Affiliation 
Agreement  and  reaffirming  the  34  endowment  funds  that  support  the  Institute 
The  MGH/IHP  Clinical  Affiliation  Agreement  formalizes  and  documents  for  the  future 
what  has  been  in  place  since  the  Institute's  founding  over  twenty  years  ago: 

• the  MGH  as  the  primary  site  for  the  clinical  education  of  Institute  students 

• the  preferred  status  of  Institute  students  in  clinical  placements  at  the  hospital, 

• the  development  of  joint  research  and  programmatic  efforts, 

• the  shared  commitment  to  clinical  education  with  the  appointment  of  MGH  clinicians 
to  Institute  faculty  and  the  credentialling  of  faculty  members  as  MGH  clinicians. 

A year  after  the  agreement  was  signed,  a report  was  recently  issued  that  documents  its 
success.  Many  goals  of  the  agreement  were  met  in  the  first  year,  including  the  clinical 
placement  targets  for  students,  the  appointment  of  MGH  nursing  leaders  as  faculty 
members,  the  co-sponsorship  of  continuing  education  programs,  and  the  development  of 
a forum  for  doctoral-level  nurses  to  share  ideas  around  nursing  research  and  education. 
One  of  the  most  notable  accomplishments  is  a new  specialty  track  in  acute  care  nursing 
developed  by  the  Institute  in  response  to  the  hospital’s  anticipated  and  growing  need  for 
acute  care  nurse  practitioners. 

The  MGH  Trustees’  action  with  regard  to  34  endowment  funds  that  continue  to  support 
the  educational  mission  of  the  Institute  included  eight  funds  that  were  originally  given  to 
the  hospital  for  the  support  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  or  the  MGH  School  of 
Nursing.  As  fiduciary  for  these  endowed  funds,  the  MGH  Board  acknowledged  that 
nursing  education  at  the  MGH  is  continuing  through  the  Institute's  Graduate  Program  in 
Nursing  and  thus  fulfilling  the  intent  of  these  older  endowments. 

The  eight  funds,  totaling  approximately  $2.4  million  in  principal  value,  account  for  about 
14%  of  the  endowment  that  supports  the  Institute  and  contribute  approximately  $125,000 
per  year  toward  nursing  scholarships,  nursing  awards,  support  of  nursing  faculty,  and 
other  unrestricted  support  for  the  Graduate  Program  in  Nursing  The  funds  are: 
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• Training  School  for  Nurses  Fund  established  in  1873  by  the  originators  of  the 
Training  School  for  Nurses  for  the  support  of  nursing  education 

• Training  School  for  Nurses  Endowment  given  by  Mildred  Brown  and  the  MGH 
Nurses  Alumnae  Association  in  1924  for  the  support  of  nursing  education. 

• Wetherill  Award  Fund  that  originated  in  1936  with  a gift  by  E.  Stanley  Abbot  to 
establish  a nursing  award. 

• Betty  Dumaine  Fund  for  unrestricted  support  given  in  1940  by  Elizabeth  Dumaine. 

• MGH  School  of  Nursing  Scholarships  established  by  the  estate  of  Annabella  McRae 
in  1948  for  nursing  scholarships. 

• MGH  School  of  Nursing  Scholarship  Fund  established  in  1959  from  multiple  gifts  in 
honor  of  Jessie  Stewart  and  designated  for  nursing  scholarships. 

• William  C.  and  Jessie  B.  Cox  Scholarship  Fund  in  Nursing  to  support  nursing 
scholarships  and  given  in  1962  by  William  C.  and  Jessie  B.  Cox. 

• Nancy  M.  Fraser  Memorial  Fund  given  by  Norman  S.  Fraser  in  1963  for  nursing 
scholarships. 

Just  as  their  donors  intended,  these  funds  continue  to  support  the  preparation  of  nurses  at 
the  MGH  The  Graduate  Program  in  Nursing  enrolls  over  165  students  each  year  in  its 
three-year  entry-level  program  as  well  as  some  30  RNs  pursuing  the  Master  of  Science  in 
Nursing  or  preparing  for  certification  as  nurse  practitioners  or  clinical  nurse  specialists. 
All  of  them  receive  their  clinical  training  at  the  MGH  through  a placement  assured  by  the 
Clinical  Affiliation  Agreement. 

One  such  student,  Liza  Hunter,  was  able  to  begin  her  nursing  education  at  the  Institute 
last  year  thanks  to  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  Scholarship  she  received.  A sutmnci  cum 
ktudc  graduate  of  Framingham  State  College,  Liza  was  honored  as  an  undergraduate  with 
awards  for  outstanding  achievement  in  psychology  and  scholarship.  Before  entering  the 
nursing  program,  she  worked  as  a research  assistant  at  Boston  University’s  Family  Heart 
Study  and  wrote  an  article  that  appeared  in  the  American  Journal  of  Physiology.  Liza  will 
complete  the  generalist  portion  of  the  curriculum  in  May  of  2000  and  sit  for  licensure  as 
an  RN.  With  another  year  of  study,  she’ll  complete  the  MSN,  take  another  certification 
exam  to  become  a nurse  practitioner,  and  hopes  to  have  a primary  care  nursing  practice  in 
home  health  care. 

Another  recipient  of  MGH  School  of  Nursing  Scholarship  funding,  Nancy  Rugo,  is 
typical  of  Institute  students  who  are  beginning  nursing  as  a second  career.  Nancy  turned 
to  nursing  after  an  eight-year  career  as  an  elementary  school  teacher  for  which  she  was 
honored  by  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  as  “Teacher  of  the  Year”  in  1995.  Now, 
she  hopes  to  work  as  a nurse  practitioner  in  a collaborative  practice  with  physicians  and 
other  health  care  professionals  to  provide  comprehensive  care  for  women. 

These  and  over  200  other  nursing  students  are  taught  and  mentored  by  a faculty  of  32 
nurses,  several  of  whom  are  nurses  at  the  MGH.  Jeanne  Prisbylla,  MSN,  RN,  a staff  nurse 
in  MGH’s  neurological  and  neuromedical  intensive  care  unit  who  teaches 
pathophysiology  and  adult  nursing  practice  to  first-year  students,  and  Carolyn  Tolman, 
MSN,  RN,  who  supervises  nursing  students  in  MGH’s  orthopaedic  unit,  are  typical  of 
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Institute  faculty  who  continue  clinical  practice.  Leaders  of  nursing  organizations 
including  Sigma  Theta  Tau  International  and  the  Association  of  Nurses  in  AIDS  Care, 
many  of  the  Institute’s  nursing  faculty  are  known  and  respected  throughout  the  country 
A remarkable  seventy-seven  percent  of  them  hold  doctoral  degrees. 

The  work  of  faculty  members  like  Associate  Professor  Patrice  Kenneally  Nicholas, 
DNSc,  MPH,  RN,  CS,  who  recently  completed  a post-doctoral  fellowship  at  the  Harvard 
School  of  Public  Health,  is  supported  by  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  Endowment 
fund.  Patrice  teaches  in  the  areas  of  primary  care  for  adults  and  the  case  management  of 
HIV/AIDS  patients  while  maintaining  scholarly  research  in  quality  of  life  issues  of 
HIV/ AIDS  patients.  Devoted  to  nursing,  she  is  also  involved  in  the  American  Association 
for  the  History  of  Nursing. 

Annually,  the  Institute  provides  a full  report  on  these  eight  endowed  funds  and  their  use 
to  the  board  of  the  MGH  Nurses  Alumnae  Association 

The  legacy  continues  as  many  members  of  the  MGH  Nurses  Alumnae  Association  and 
classes  of  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  also  support  the  Institute's  nursing  program  with 
their  annual  charitable  contributions.  For  instance,  last  year,  the  Class  of  1958  September 
section  created  a scholarship  fund  in  honor  of  their  40'*’  reunion  year.  That  scholarship, 
designated  to  support  a School  of  Nursing  alumna  pursuing  advanced  education  at  the 
Institute,  will  be  awarded  this  academic  year. 


MGH  School  of  Nursing  alumnae  with  a bachelor's  degree  can  find  a wide  array  of 
advanced  practice  nursing  programs  at  the  MGH  Institute  of  Health  Professions.  Our  2 1 - 
year-tradition  of  advanced  practice  programs  include  nurse  practitioner  tracks  in  primary 
care  of  adults,  children,  and  families,  with  specializations  in  women's  health, 
gerontology,  HIV/AIDS,  and  two  new  tracks  in  psychiatric  mental  health  and  acute  care 
Deb  Holtorf,  an  MGH  School  of  Nursing  alumna,  is  currently  in  the  pediatric  nurse 
practitioner  program.  With  extensive  experience  in  school  nursing  and  community

Check  your  company  policy 
today.  Then  when  you  send  your  donation,  send  us  the  company  form  for  matching 
funds  and  we  will  do  the  rest.  Help  the  scholarship  funds  grow  by  doubling  your 
donation  through  the  Matching  Gift  program  where  you  work. 
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Planned  Giving 

Make  a gift  to  benefit  the  Ruth  Sleeper  Learning  Center  at  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital  Institute  of  Health  Professions  anti  receive  significatit  tax  lx^nefits  while  sup- 
porting this  program.  Gifts  itiade  by  December  31  are  deductible  in  1995  and  may 
soften  the  impact  of  higher  tax  rates.
